THE STORY 


The Opera is based on Shakespeare’s “ Merry Wives of Windsor”. 
Falstaff has written two love letters to two of the * Wives ”, Mistress Ford 
and Mistress Page, who read each other’s letters and aided by Mistress 
Quickly and Mistress Ford’s daughter, Anne, plan to revenge themselves 
on him and to help Mistress Ford’s daughter in her plan to marry Fenton. 
Dame Quickly arranges a rendezvous for Falstaff with Mistress Ford. 
Ford learns from Fa'staff's servants of the letter to his wife and in disguise 
finds out from Falstaff about the rendezvous and arrives at his home 
sooner than expected. The ladies hide Falstaff in a wash-basket and dump 
him into the Thames. Later Falstaff arranges another rendezvous, this 
tme in Windsor Forest, to which all the neighbours turn up, masked and 
disguised and taunt and belabour Falstaff. The story ends happily for 
Anne and Fenton as her father agrees to their marriage. "
